At first it was believed that ttic 


beautiful structure was entirely de- 
stroyed, but later reports show, that 
this Is not tbe case and that it may be 
possible to restore In a measure, at 
lenst. the exterior building, though 
many of the treasures of the ancient 
church were consumed by flames. A 
correspondent of the London Dally 
Chronicle ncnt the fojjowing dispatch 
from Rbeltus to his paper: 


"All tboKe who remained In tbe un 


fortunate city of Rheims were under 
the impression that its beautiful ca- 
thedral had been completely destroyed 
by tbe Genuan bombardment, and, in 
deed, the spectacle was calculated to 
unbalance tbe mind of the coolest ob- 
server 
Tue cjithedral seemed to be 


surrounded and filled with flames, and 
great columns of smoke rose around 
It 
From time to time we heard tbe 


crash of timber and stone and xaw 


of the nave. The structure was no 
completed, however, until 100 years aft 
er tbe first stones were laid. The plan 
of the building are attributed to Jean 
d'Orbals, although tbe beginnings are 
said to hare been partly planned bj 
tbe monk Hughes Labergier and the 
two Roberts de Courcy. 


The magnificent west facade was 


one of tbe most famed parts of tbe 
cathedral. 
Three beautiful recessec 


portals containing 530 statues adorned 
this, of which Fersusson. the arcbl 
tectural critic, has written: 


"Nothing can exceed the majesty ot 


Its deeply recessed portals, the beauty 
of the rose window that surmounts 
them or the elegance of the gallery 
that completes the facade and serves 
as a basement to tbe Hffbt and grace- 
ful towers that crown the compost 
lion." 


The Interior of the cathedral was 


cruciform, being 455 feet long and 
99 feet wide, while the highest poinl 
of the roof above the middle aisle was 
125 feet 
Hundreds of statues reposed 


In niches along the walls of the in- 
terior. Valuable tapestries adorned the 
nave and the transepts. The designs 
of tapestries consisted of illustrations 
of Biblical anfl > French medieval his 
tory. There were paintings by Pons 
sin. Tintoretto and other fammi» art- 
ists among the murals. 


Two towers rose 267 feet from the 


street level, bnt were never crowned 
with spires. 
When fire destroyed a 


part of the cathedral In 1485 tbe Idea 
dt placing spires in the towers was 
frfvcn up. 


The treasury of the church was thp 


most remarkable In France, contalnlna 
a number of historical and valuable 
vessels of cold 
The clock, with Its 


meobnnical figures, of which there were 
many copies, wag In the north transept 
It dnted from the sixteenth century.

HOW FORCES OF THE KAISER 


TOOK POSSESSION OF BRUSSELS 


Chicago.—The Tribune prints th 


{following special cable from Brussels 
iTla London: 


Yielding to the dictates of reaso 


l»ad humanity, the civil government a 
[th* last moment disbanded the dvl 
iBOard, which the Germans would no 
recognize. The soldiers and ordinary 
{police were then Intrusted with th 
maintenance of order. 


After a day of wild panic and Blum 


berleus nights the citizens remained 
•t their windows. Few sought their 
'conches. 


Cry "Here They Come." 


The morning broke brilliantly. Th< 


city wag astir early and on all Up* 
were the words: "They are here," or 
"They are coming." 


The "they" referred to were al- 


ready outside the boundaries of the 
city in great force. The artillery was 
packed off oa the road to Waterloo 
Horse, foot, and sapper were packed 
deep on the Louvain and Tervervue- 
Yen roads. 


An enterprising motorist came in 


•with the information and the crowds 
In tie busy centers Immediately be- 
came calm. 


Burgomaster Gives Up. 


At eleven o'clock it was reported 


that an officer with a half a troop of 
hussars bearing white flags bad bait- 
ed outside the Louvain gate. 


The burgomaster claimed for the 


citizens their rights under the laws 
of war regulating an unfortified capi- 
tal. 
When roughly asked if he was 


prepared to surrender the city, with 
the threat that otherwise tt would b« 
bombarded, the burgomaster said he 
would do so. He also decided to re- 
move his scarf of office. 


The discussion was brief. When 


the burgomaster handed over his scarf 
It was handed back to him and he 
was thus entrusted for the time being 
with the civil control of the citizens. 
The Germans gave him plainly to un- 
derstand thit he would be held re- 
sponsible for any overt act on the 
part of the populace against the Ger- 
mans. 


Triumphant March Begins. 


From noon until two o'clock the 


crowd* waited expectantly. 
Shortly 


after two o'clock the booming of can- 
non and later the sound of military 
music conveyed to the people of Brus- 
sels the intimation that the triumph- 
ant march of the enemy on the an- 
cient city had begun. 


On they came, preceded by a scout- 


Ing party of uhlans, horse, foot, and 
artillery and sappers, with a siege 
train complete. 


A special feature of the procession 


•was 100 motor cars on which quick 
flrers were mounted. Every regiment 
and battery was headed by a band, 
horse or foot Now came the drumi 
and fifes; now the blare of brass and 
soldiers singing "Die Wacht am Rheln" 
and "Deutschland uber Allen." 


Death Head Hussars Thar*. 


Along Chausee de Louvain, past St. 


Josse and the botanical gardens, to 
the open space in front of the Oaro du 
Nord, the usual lounging place of the 
tired twaddlers of the city, swept the 
legions. 


Among the cavalry were the famous 


Brunswick Death's Head Hussars and 
IHelr companions on many bloody 
fields, the Zelten hussars. But where 
was the glorious garb of the German 
troops, the cherry-colored uniforms of 
the horsemen, and the blue of the in- 
fantry I All is greenish, earth color 
gray. All the helmets are covered with 
gray. The guns are painted gray. 
Even the pontoon bridges are gray. 


"To the quickstep beat of the drums 


the kaiser's men march to the great 
square, Charles Regler. Then at the 
whistling sound of the word of com- 
mand—for the sonorous orders of the 
German officers seemed to have gone 
the way of the brilliant uniforms—the 
gray-clad ranks broke into the famous 
goose step, while the good people of 
Liege and Brussels gazed at the pass- 
Ing wonder with mouths agape. 


Crowds Want Revenge. 


At the railroad station the great 


procession defiled to the boulevards 
and thence marched to encamp on the 
heights of the city called Kochelberg. • 
It was truly a sight to have gladdened 
the eyes of the kaiser, but on the side- 
walks men were muttering beneath 
their breath: 


"They'll not pass her* on their way 


back. The allies will do for them." 


Many of the younger men in the 


great array seemed exhausted after 
the long forced march, but as a- man 
staggered his comrade* in the ranks 
held him up. 


It was a great spectacle and an 1m- 


•yresslve one, but there an minor inci- 
dents that were of a leas pleasant char- 
•cUr. 


bfnwrs In Shackle*. 


Two Belgian officers, manacled and 


fastened to th* l*ath*r stirrups of two 
uhlans, mad* a spectacle that caused 
* <ow murmur of resentment from the 
dtUens, Instantly Gorman horsemen 


backed their steeds Into the closely 
packed ranks of the spectators, threat- 
ening them with uplifted swords and 
stilling the momentary revolt. 


At one point of the march a lame 


hawker offered flowers for sale to the 
soldiers. As be held up his posies a 
captain of hussars, by a movement of 
his t teed, sent the poor wretch sprawl- 
ing and bleeding In the dust. Then 
from the crowd a French woman, her 
heart scorning fear, cried out: "You 
brute," so that all might hear. 


Bear In Belgium Uniform. 


Tljere was one gross pleasantry, too, 


perpetrated by a gunner, who led 
along: a bear, evidently he pet of his 
battery, which was dressed'in the full 
regalia of Belgian general. The bear 
was evidently Intended to represent 
the king. He touched his cocked hat 
at inervals to his keeper. 


This particularly irritated the Bel- 


gians, but they wisely abstained from 
any overt manifestation or any un- 
pleasant feature of behavior. 


The soldiers as they passed tore re- 


peatedly at the national colors, which 
every Belgian lady now wears on her 
breast 


Refuse Gold In Payment. 


A more pleasant incident was when 


a party of Uhlans clamored for admit- 
tance at a villa on the Louvain road. 
They disposed of a dozen bottles of 
wine and bread and meat The non- 
commissioned 
officer 
In command 


asked what the charge was and offered 
some gold pieces in payment. The 
money was refused. 


Near the steps of St Gndule a party 


of officers of high rank seated in a 
motor car, confiscated the -stock of 
the news venders. After greedily 
scanning the sheets they burst into 
oud laughter. 


March Forward for Hour*. 


Hour after hour, hour after hour, 


he kaiser's legions marched Into 
Brussels' 
streets and boulevards. 


Some regiments made a fine appear- 
ance. It was notably so in the case 
of the Sixty-sixth, Fourth and Twenty- 
ilxth. 
Not one man of these regi- 


ments showed any sign of excessive 
atigue after the grueling night of 
marching, and no doubt iha order to 
ireak step was designedly given to 
mprees the onlookers with the pow- 
ers of resistance of the German sol- 
diers. 


The railway stations, the poBt office, 


and the town hall were at once closed. 
The national flag on the latter was 
lulled down and the German emblem 
lolsted in its place. Practically all 
he shops were closed and the blinds 
Irawn on most of the windows. 


Tells of Taking German Flag. 


Paris.—An officer of a French riflo 
egiment gives to the Petit Troyen the 
ollowlng account of the capture of the 
rat German flag: 
"The engagement of the French 


roops with the Ninety-ninth brigade 
f Germans lasted from E:30 a. m. to 
at night. 
'The artillery combat was terrible. 


The French 76-millimeter guns made 


.voo among the German horses and 


hen reduced the heavy German guns 
o silence. The gunners were declm- 
ted by the French fire and they aban- 
oned their pieces, which fell into 
french hands. 


"The German machine guns from a 
hurch steeple continued to ravage the 


French, but the church finally was de- 
molished. 


"At nightfall the French charged 
je enemy's defense work with irre- 
Istlblo energy and took them at the 
olnt of the bayonet. 
They estab- 


shed themselves there for the night 
"In this action the Fifth company 


f the First battalion captured a Ger- 
man flag, with eight guns, 90 horses 
and 537 prisoners, including ten offi- 
ers."

this is not tbe case and that it may be 
possible to restore in a measure, at 
least, the exterior building, though 
many of the treasures of the ancient 
church were consumed by flames. A 
correspondent of the London Dally 
Chronicle ncnt the fojjowing dispatch 
from Rhcitus to his paper: 


"A.U those who remained In the un 


fortunate city of Rheims were under 
the impression that Its beautiful ca- 
thedral liad been completely destroyed 
by the German bombardment, and, in 
deed, tbe spectacle was calculated to 
unbalance tbe mind of the coolest ob- 
server 
The cathedral seemed to be 


surrounded and filled with flames, and 
great columns of smoke rose around 
It 
From time to time we heard tbe 


crash of timber and atone and saw 
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Bunm or aosnTAi, A* notHomw. 


sheets of Ore llckinf the great left 
tower. 
Through tbe open doors we 


got glimpses of an inferno of flames 
and smoke. Into which great charred 
pieces of wood fell with a roar. 


"I cannot describe the horror of tlit* 


scene, bat happily tbe attempt to de- 
stroy this marvel of architecture, 
which has been tbe Joy and Inspira- 
tion of centuries, has not completely 
succeeded. 
Rheims cathedral la still 


standing. It la damaged. It will for 
ever bear tbe wounds of this attack, 
but as an architectural whole It re- 
main*.'* 


The Cathedral of Notre Dame M 


Rheims bn» ever been considered one 
of tbe most eiqulslte monuments of 
early Gothic architecture. 


It was begun In 1211 to replace the 


earlier one erected by Hlncmnr. tbe 
powerful archbishop of tbe ninth cen 
tnry. which waa destroyed by flue 
In 1211 
The choir was flnlshed In 


1341. M were the transept* and • part 


Tennonde, In Belgium,

of the nave. The structure was not 
completed, however, until 100 years aft- 
er tbe first stones were laid. The plans 
of the building are attributed to Jean 
d'Orbals, although tbe beginnings are 
said to hare been partly planned by 
the monk Hughes Labergier and the 
two Roberts de Courcy. 


The magnificent west facade was 


one of the most famed parts of tbe 
cathedral. 
Three beautiful recessed 


portals containing 530 statues adorned 
this, of which Fergusson. the archl 
tectural critic, has written: 


"Nothing can eiceed the majesty ot 


Its deeply recessed portals, the beauty 
of the rose window that surmounts 
them or the elegance of the gallery 
that completes the facade and serves 
as a basement to tbe light and grace- 
ful towers that crown the compost 
lion." 


The Interior of the cathedral was 


cruciform, being 455 feet long and 
99 feet wide, while the highest point 
of the roof above the middle aisle was 
125 feet 
Hundreds of statues reposed 


In niches along the walla of the in- 
terior. Valuable tapestries adorned the 
nave and the transepts. The designs 
of tapestries consisted of illustrations 
of Biblical and 
> French medieval his 


tory. There were paintings by Pous 
sin. Tintoretto and other famnrm art- 
ists among the murals. 


Two towers rose 267 feet from the 


street level, but were never crowned 
with spires. 
When flre destroyed a 


part of tbe cathedral in 1485 tbe Idea 
dl placing spires In the towers wa* 
given up. 


The treasury of the church was thp 


most remarkable in France, containlna 
a number of historical and valuable 
vessels of gold 
The clock, with Its 


meobnnioal figures, of which there were 
many copies, was In the north transept 
It dated from the sixteenth century.

losses at Louvain than the fair city of 
Termonde was laid in ruins. But yes- 
terday Termonde was a nourishing cttj 
of 11,000 inhabitants. It possessed fine 
shops, an ancient town hall, called the 
Palace of Justice, of singular beauty, 
and a number of churches of historic 
interest There were some 4.000 build 
ings In. the town, and of these there are 
not a half doxen that have not been 
completely gutted by are. Today Ter 
monde is a place of smoking ruins. 
Only one notable structure remains 
standing. an4 that Is the beautiful ca- 
thedral, whose towers, untouched, rise 
•bore the rains. This cathedral con- 
tained tome rare art treasures, among 
them paintings by Rubens and Tan 
Dyck. A correspondent reaching Ter 
monde shortly after Ita destruction 
writes: 


"A few soldiers were guarding the 


town from pilferers aa we entered over 
planks thrown hazardously across a 
blown np bridge. Tbe first thing that 
•truck my eye was a German Red 
Cross motorcar, unhurt, carefully tend- 
ed by a couple of gendarmes: next, an 
enormous pane of glass advertising a 
popular brand of cigarettes, which 
looked as new as the day It waa put 
up. Then the eye wandered around 
and gradually the brain took In tbe 
•cene. Up and down the street one 
(aced on charred pieces of brickwork 
which were once bouses. Here and 
there perhaps naif a bouse would be 
standing upright; elsewhere a mass of 
brick* waa atrewn across tbe street 


•There were perhaps atz citizens in 


tbe town who bad dared to return after 
tbe burning of the place. One waa an 
old woman who bad dragged a few 
household articles Into the street and 
sat forlornly among them. She epito- 
mlied the tragedy of thousands. 


"By tbe courtesy of a priest I ascend- 


ed tbe tower of tbe cathedral. Four 
hundred feet la tbe air, I looked down 
upon the rained nuua of what a week 
ago was a beautiful city. A gale was 
blowing up.

TAKES POWER FROM TROLLEY 


New Type of Electric Locomotive That 


Hat Justified confidence of Its 


Builders. 


Among recent European electric 


locomotives we may mention. t«]JB one 
built for the Rhatlecbe railroad sys- 
tem. It le being used on the Si. Mo- 
ritz-Schuls line which hag a branch 
from Samaden to Pontrasina. The line 
is narrow gauge and is supplied by 
single-phase current at 10,000, volts 
and 16 2-3 frequency, the locomotive 
being required to draw a train of 20 
tons maximum. The locomotive car- 
ries two electric motors of 350 horse 
power each. 
A single countershaft 


takes the power from both the motors 
by gearing, and this shaft serves to 
run all four driving wheels on a side. 
Between the third and fourth locomo- 
tive axle is mounted a false a^}e which 
receives power from the countershaft 
by means of a crank, and this axle 
serves to operate the four locomotive 
axles. The present locomotive runs 
very well In actual service, and during 
the first three months it is stated to 
have covered 8,500 miles. Current 
comes from an overhead trolley wire 
by two pantagraph trolleys, the loco- 
motive being of the square or box- 
built type.—Scientific American.

HOW FORCES OF THE KAISER 


TOOK POSSESSION OF BRUSSELS 


Chicago.—The Tribune prints the 


Hollowing special cable from Brussels 
iTla London: 


Yielding to the dictates of reason 


land humanity, the civil government at 
[the last moment disbanded the dvll 
{Board, which the Germans would not 
recognize. The soldiers and ordinary 
[police were then Intrusted with the 
maintenance of order. 


After a day of wild panic and slum- 


berlees nlgbts the citizens remained 
•t their windows. Few sought their 
'conches. 


Cry "Here They Come." 


The morning broke brilliantly. The 


city was astir early and on all lips 
•were the words: "They are here," or 
"They are coming." 


The "they" referred to were al- 


ready outside the boundaries of the 
city in great force. The artillery was 
packed off on the road to 'Waterloo. 
Horse, foot, and sapper were packed 
deep on the Louvain and Tervervue- 
ixen roads. 


An enterprising motorist came In 


.•with the information and the crowds 
In tie busy centers Immediately be- 
came calm. 


Burgomaster Gives Up. 


At eleven o'clock It was reported 


that an officer with a half a troop of 
hussars bearing white flags bad bait- 
ed outside the Louvain gate. 


The burgomaster claimed for the 


citizens their rights under the laws 
of war regulating an unfortified capi- 
tal. 
When roughly asked if he was 


prepared to surrender the city, with 
the threat that otherwise it would be 
bombarded, the burgomaster said he 
•would do so. He also decided to re- 
move his scarf of oflice. 


The discussion was brief. When 


the burgomaster handed over his scarf 
It was handed back to him and he 
was thus entrusted for the time being 
with the civil control of the citizens. 
The Germans gave him plainly to un- 
derstand thit he would be held re- 
sponsible for any overt act on the 
part of the populace against the Ger- 
mans. 


Triumphant March Begins. 


From noon until two o'clock the 


crowds waited expectantly. 
Shortly 


after two o'clock tie booming of can- 
non and later the sound of military 
music conveyed to the people of Brus- 
sels the intimation that the triumph- 
sent march of the enemy on the an- 
cient city had begun. 


On they came, preceded by a scout- 


Ing party of uhlans, horse, foot, and 
artillery and sappers, with a siege 
train complete. 


A special feature of the procession 


•was 100 motor cars on which quick 
nrers were mounted. Every regiment 
and battery was headed by a band, 
horse or foot. Now came the drums 
and fifes; now the blare of brass and 
soldiere singing "Die Wacht am Rheln" 
and "Deutschland uber Allen." 


Death Head Huasars There. 


Along Chausee de Louvain, past St. 


Josse and the botanical gardens, to 
the open space in front of the Garo du 
Nord, the usual lounging place of the 
tired twaddlers of the city, swept the 
legions. 


Among the cavalry were the famous 


Brunswick Death's Head Hussars and 
tneir companions on many bloody 
fields, the Zelten hussars. But where 
was the glorious garb of the German 
troops, the cherry-colored uniforms of 
the horsemen, and the blue of the in- 
fantry? All is greenish, earth color 
gray. All the helmets are covered with 
gray. The guns are painted gray. 
Even the pontoon bridges are gray. 


"To the quickstep beat of the drums 


the kaiser's men march to the great 
square, Cnarles Regler. Then at the 
whistling sound of the word of com- 
mand—for the sonorous orders of the 
German officers seemed to have gone 
the way of the brilliant uniforms—the 
gray-clad ranks broke into the famous 
goose step, while the good people of 
Liege and Brussels gazed at the pass- 
ing wonder with mouths agape. 


Crowds Want Revenge. 


At the railroad station the great 


procession defiled to the boulevards 
and thence marched to encamp on the 
heights of the city called Kochelberg. 
It was truly a sight to have gladdened 
the eyes of the kaiser, but on the side- 
walks men were muttering beneath 
their breath: 


-They'll not pass her* on their way 


back. The allies will do for them." 


Many of the younger men in the 


great array seemed exhauatsd after 
the long forced march, but as a-man 
staggered his comrades in the ranks 
held him up. 


It was a great spectacle and an 1m- 


•yresslve one, but there an minor Inci- 
dents that ware of a less pleasant char- 
acter. 


bfflcsr* In Shackle*. 


Two Belgian officers, manacled and 


fattened to the leather stirrups of two 
uhlans, mad* a spectacle that caused 
* low murmur of resentment tram the 
cltlsens. Instantly German horsemen 


backed their steeds into the closely 
packed ranks of the spectators, threat- 
ening them with uplifted swords and 
•tilling the momentary revolt. 


At one point of the march a lame 


hawker offered flowers for sale to the 
soldiers. As be held up his posies a 
captain of hussars, by a movement of 
his tteed, sent the poor wretch sprawl- 
ing and bleeding in the dust. Then 
from the crowd a French woman, her 
heart scorning fear, cried out: "You 
brute," so that aU might hear. 


Bear In Belgium Uniform. 


There was one gross pleasantry, too, 


perpetrated by a gunner, wbo led 
along a bear, evidently he pet of his 
battery, which was dressed'in the full 
regalia of Belgian general. The bear 
was evidently Intended to represent 
the king. He touched his cocked hat 
at inervals to his keeper. 


This particularly Irritated the Bel- 


gians, but they wisely abstained from 
any overt manifestation or any un- 
pleasant feature of behavior. 


The soldiers as they passed tore re- 


peatedly at the national colon, which 
every Belgian lady now wean on her 
breast. 


Refuse Gold In Payment. 


A more pleasant Incident was when 


a party of Uhlans clamored for admit- 
tance at a villa on the Louvain road. 
They disposed of a dozen bottles of 
wine and bread and meat The non- 
commissioned 
officer 
in command 


asked what the charge was and offered 
some gold pieces in payment 
The 


money was refused. 


Near the steps of St Qudule a party 


of officers of high rank seated in a 
motor car, confiscated the -stock of 
the news venders. After greedily 
scanning the sheets they bunt Into 
loud laughter. 


March Forward for Hour*. 


Hour after hour, hour after hour, 


the kaiser's legions marched into 
Brussels' 
streets and boulevards. 


Some regiments made a fine appear- 
ance. It was notably so in the case 
of the Sixty-sixth, Fourth and Twenty- 
sixth. 
Not one man of these regi- 


ments showed any sign of excessive 
fatigue after the grueling night of 
marching, and no doubt iha order to 
break step was designedly given to 
Impress the onlookers with the pow- 
ers of resistance of the German sol- 
diers. 


The railway stations, the post office, 


and the town hall were at once closed. 
The national flag on the latter was 
pulled down and the German emblem 
hoisted in its place. Practically all 
the shops were closed and the blinds 
drawn on most of the windows. 


Tells of Taking German Flag. 


Parts.—An officer of a French rifle 


regiment gives to the Petit Troyen the 
following account of the capture of the 
first German flag: 


"The engagement of the French 


troops with the Ninety-ninth brigade 
of Germans lasted from 6:30 a. m. to 
9 at night. 


'The artillery combat was terrible. 


The French 76-millimeter guns made 
havoo among the German horses and 
then reduced the heavy German guns 
to silence. The gunners were decim- 
ated by the French fire and they aban- 
doned their pieces, which fell into 
French hands. 


"The German machine guns from a 


church steeple continued to ravage the 
French, but the church finally was de- 
molished. 


"At nightfall the French charged 


the enemy's defense work with irre- 
sistible energy and took them at the 
point of the bayonet.

Among the 25 Ameri- 
can citizens accepted were William 
Thaw, son of Benjamin Thaw of Pitts- 
burgh, and a cousin of Harry, who 
was engaged as an aviator.

Millions of her sol- 
diers, armed with the most destruc- 
tive weapons invented by the ingenu- 
ity of man, are in almost continuous 
battle. The loss of life is appalling 
and the destruction of property in- 
calculable. 
Industry and commerce 


are paralyzed, and the farms of the 
contending nations are ground Into 
dust beneath the feet of struggling 
brigades, the hoofs of charging squad- 
rons and the rush of heavy artillery. 
:t will take generations of men to re- 
pair what misguided ruler's of nations 
are sending to destruction and ruin. 


Above all and beyond all there goes 


the cry of the widow and orphans, 
the fatherless children, the husband- 
ess wife, and the homeless of those 
whose duty called them to the fore- 
front of battle In defense of their 
lome and country; and the cry of 
the wounded and maimed in the dis- 
charge of this duty.

work of the world must be kept going. 
But we can help in a substantial way 
by financial contributions, large or 
small, as the most ready means to 
accomplish the task in hand.

Story of Sunken Cruisers 


Told by Eyewitness 


IDE destruction of the three Brit- 


lab armored cruisers Cressy. 
Aboukir and Hogue by Ger- j 
man submarines in the North 


sea has spread alarm throughout Eng- 
land. The ships sunk were each *of 12,- 
000 tons burden and were of a com- 
paratively obsolete type, having been 
built fourteen years ago. But their loss, I 
nevertheless, has emphasized the dire 
power of the submarine, a power 
which threaten* the British fleet 


The daring raid of German subma- 


rines across the North sen, which re- 
sulted in this disaster, momentarily 
diverted attention from the battlefields

The first thing one man 
whom I picked up said as be opened 
bis eyes and smiled was, Tbat was a 
long swim' He told me he had been in 
the water about three, hours. The 
watch on his wrist had stopped at 
7:0f>; it was 10 o'clock when I picked 
him up.
